AL STRIKE 


Tells Industrial Relations Board 
He Had No Right to Inter- 
fere in Colorado. 


NOT OPPOSED TO UNIONS 


, 
Declares He, as Stockholder, 
Could Only Use Influence 
With Corporation. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 25.—John D. Rocke- 
feller Jr. testified today before the Fed- 
eral Commission on Industrial Relations 


in the inquiry which the commission 
has been conducting here into the man- 
agement of philanthropic foundation» 
and the causes of industrial unrest. 

Rockefeller's testimony dealt largely 
with the labor situation in the Colorado 
mining section. Reading from a pre- 
pared statement, he defined his attitude 
toward labor unions and told Why he 
had declined to take a more active part 
in settling the recent strike of employes 
of the Colorado Fuel and Iron Co., in 
which he is a stockholder. 

He denied that he had sought or even 
wished to exercise a sort of absolution 
over the coal industry in Colorado, and 
declared he was most heartily in favor 
of labor unions so long as they had due 
regards for the interests of the public. 

Tells of Employing St. Louisan. 

Commissioner Walsh asked if during 
1914, Starr J. Murphy, Jerome D. Green 
and the witness, all on the personal 
staff of John D. Rockefeller, were di- 
rectors of the Colorado Fuel & Iron Co. 
The witness said yves. 

Prior to that Rockefeller said he and 
others realized that the public was not 
getting the facts concerning certain 
large corporations. The witness came 
to believe it was a mistake to maintain 
secrecy regarding corporations and de- 
termined to get facts before the public. 
Ivy L. Lee of St. Louis who was then 
connected with the Pennsylvania rail- 
road worked in Colorado during his va- 
cation, Rockefeller said, and for his 
services was paid by John D. Rockefel- 
ler Sr., $1000 a month. No charge of this 
salary was made against the Colorado 
Fuel & Iron Co., the Victor-American 
Fuel Co. or the Rocky Mountain Fuel 
Ca. | 
The witness gave Lee no n 
as he thought ne should make his own 
plans, but Lee suggested himself that 
he issue a series of bulletins on the sit- 
“gation in Colorado. 

Commissioner Walsh wanted to know 
who kept the books of John D. Rocke- 
teller Sr. The witness said a man named 
Jenkins. Any money paid to Lee for 
his services would appear in the elder } 
Rockefeller's books. Rockefeller said 
that some time the other operators 
might pay part of Lee’s compensation 
but that if they did not the account 
would remain as he had described it. 

“Didn’t Desire to Dictate.” 

“The only coal property in Colorado 
in which we are in any way interested 
is the Colorado Fuel and Iron Co.,“ 
Rockefeller said. “‘For me to have at- 
tempted to dictate a pdlicy or control 
the situation would have meant an as- 
sumption of authority far beyond what 
the investment which I represent would 
, have justified and if tolerated’ by the 
Management of that company would 
have been resented by the other com- 
‘panties involved in the dispute. 

“The commission has asked my views 
as to what extent the stockholders and 
directors of a corporation are responsible 
for the labor conditions which exist in 
1t and for the social conditions, which 
are produced; how generally and in what 
manner such responsibilities are as- 
sumed by stockholders and directors; 
and in actual practice how, and upon 
what general basis, the labor policies of 
large corporations are determined. 
“The responsibilities of stockholders 
fa practically Umited to the election of 
directors. ‘They have no power to elect 
officers, to employ labor, to make con- 
tracts or to intervene directly in the 
inanagement of the business. A large 
stockholder is able to exercise consid- 
erable moral influence over the direc- 
tors and officers and is responsible for 
exercising that influence properly.” 

The correspondence between himself 
and the officers of the Colorado Fuel 
and Iren Co. during the strike, which 
has already been made public showed. 
Rockefeller said, that be had not hesi- 
tated to make suggestions for more ade- 
_ quate representation of the employes in 
the determination of matters apper- 
teining to their working conditions; but 
that he has studiously avoided anything 
which might afford ground for the be- 
net that he was seeking to dictate

Mrs. Kate Richard O’Hare, a Socialist, 
member of the committee appointed by 
Mayor Kiel to investigate the causes of 
unemployment in St. Louis, is on the 
track of St. Louis property owners and 
tenants who have failed to clean ae 
snow from their sidewalks. 

Mrs. O' Hare today went to the 8 
of City Attorney Garesche to ask him 
whether he would issue police court 
summonses if she would furnish the evi- 
dence that many St. Louisans have 
failed to comply with the law which re- 
quires that all sidewalks must be 
cleared of snow. 

Tired of waiting for the police to act, 
she said, she was ready to file complaint 
on her own account. 

Although Police Chief Young Saturday 
said he had notified the police of all 
districts to order property owners and 
tenants to clean the snow from in front 
of their premises, no summonses had 
been asked for by the police up to this 
morning. At headquarters it was said 
this was because a Sunday had inter- 
vened since the order was given, but 
that those who were notified Saturday 
were expected to clean their sidewalks 
today under penalty of being summoned 
to police court. 

Many Persons Injured by Falls. 

No summonses have been issued this 
winter for failure to clean off snow. 
Many persons have been injured by fall- 
ing on slippery sidewalks. : 

Mrs. O’Hare, before her conference 
with Garesche, said strict cnforcement 
of the snow-cleaning law would be a 
great help to the unemployed.

U. S. Supreme Court Decision in 
Case of Railway Demand on 
Employe to Quit Union. 
——ä[iÜ aed 
| WASHINGTON, Jan. %.—The Supreme 
Court today annulled as unconstitution-: 
al the Kansas so-called “teoercfon stat- 


vidual or corporation to coerce or in- 
fluence any person to enter into an 
agreement not to join or remain a mem- 
ber of a labor organization as a cendi- 
tion of such person’s obtaining or con- 
tinuing in the employment of such indi- 
vidual or corporation. 

The decision was regarded as of the 
first importance in the labor world and 
was announced by Justice Pitney. 
Strong dissenting opinions were given 
by Justices Holmes and Day. : 

Justice Hughes coneurred with Jus- 
tice Day, leaving Chief Justice Whites 
and Justices McKenna, Vandevanter, 
MéReynolds and Lamar concurring with 

Case of a Switchman. : 

The deeision was in the case of T. 
B. Coppage, a superintendent of the 
St. Louis & San Francisco Railway at’ 
Fort Scott, Kan., convicted of vio- 
lating the law in threatening A. R. 
Hedge, a switchman, with discharge 
if he did not sign an agreement to 
withdraw from the switchman’s union. 
The Court intimates nothing in- 
consistent with the right of individ- 
vals to join labor unions,” said Jus- 
“Nor is the legitimacy of 
such organizations questioned so long 
as they conform to the laws of the 
land as others are required to do. But 
the individual has no innerent right 
to join the union and still remain in 
the employ of one who is unwilling 
to employ a union man any more than 
the same individual has a right to 
join the union without the consent 
of that organization. 

“Just as labor organizations have 
inherent and constitutional right Ao 
deny membership to any man who 
will not agree that during such mem- 
bership he will not accept of retain 
in company with non- 
union men and just as a union man 
has the constitutional right to de- 
employment unless 
the employer will agree not to em- 
ploy any nonunion man, so the em- 
ployer has the constitutional right to 
‘nsist that the empleye shall refrain 
‘rom affiliation with the union dur- 
ing the term of the employment. 

“There cannot be one rule of lib- 
erty for the iabor organization or it 
members and a different and mor 
restrictive rule for employers, 

Liberty of Making Contract. 

“The employes’ liberty of making 


to procure employment fromsan un- 
willing employer or without a fair 
understanding. Nor may the employer 
be foreclosed by legislation from ex- 
treising the same freedom of choice 
that is accorded to the employe. 

“To ask a man to agree in advance 
to refrain from affiliation with the 
union while retaining a certain position 
of employment is not to ask him to give 
up any part of his constitutional free- 
dom. He is free to decline the employ- 
ment on those terms just as the em- 
ployer may decline to offer eniploy- | 
ment on any other ‘for it takes two to 
make a hargain.’ 

“And having accepted employment on 
those terms, the man is still free to join 
the union when the period of employ- 
ment expires; or, if employed at will. 
then at any time upon simply quitting 
the employment. And. if bound by hig 
own agreement to refrain from joining 
the union during a stated period of em- 
ployment he is in no different situation 
from that which is necessarily incident 
to contracts in general. 

Similar laws have been passed in 14 
states, Justice Day pointed out in dis- 
senting.

WASHINGTON, January 25.—Senator Stone, chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations, had incorporated in the Congressional 
Record today the long reply which he received from Secretary Bryan defend- 
ing Washington Goverament’s interpretation of its rights and duties as a 
neutral in the present war. Five housand copies, as a public document were 
ordered printed. 
The letter from the Secretary of State, prepared after consultation with 
President Wilson, Counsellor Lansing and the legal officers of the Govern- 
ment, constituted the administration ’s answer to those who have been charg- 
ing in numerous letters to the State Department as well as in the press and 
public speeches that the American Government's neutrality discriminated 
against Germany and Austria. 
Secretary Bryan summarized popular misconception on this point and 
explained that the superiority thus far, of the British naval power had in 
reality been responsible for the inability of Germany and Austria to fare 
as well as their opponents in matters of ammunition and contraband. 

8 is the business,’’ he wrote, ‘‘of a belligerent operating on the 
high seas, not the duty of a neutral, to prevent contraband from reach- 
ing an enemy. Those in this country who sympathize with Germany 
and Austria-Hungary appear to assume that some obligation rests upon 
this government in the performance of its neutrality, to prevent all 
trade in contraband, and thus to equalize the difference due to the 
relative naval strength of the belligerents. No such obligations exists; 
it would be an unneutral act, an act of partility on the prtt of this 
government to adopt such a policy, if he executive had the power to do 
so. If German and Austria cannot import contraband from this coun- 

try, it is not because of this fact, the duty of the United States to 
close its markets to the allies. The markets of this country are open 
on equal terms to all the world, to every nation, belligerent or neutral.

I) SAID TO HAVE 
A 26-MILE RANGE 


Fires Projectile Weighing Ton 
Six Miles Further Than 
Breadth of English Channel.

BERLIN, via London, Jan. 25.—Re- 
markable figures regarding a new Ger- 
man naval gun are given by a German 


artillery expert, writing in the Arrtil- 
leristische Mondts Hefte. 

In discussing an assertion by the Lon- 
don Times that the German navy pos- 
sesses a gun which carries three miles 
further than the best British weapon, 
the writer admits that Krupps are man- 
ufacturing a gun whose projectile 
weighs 920 kilograms (about a ton) and 
which develops muzzle velocity of 940 
meters (about 3700.feet) a second. The 
expert reckons from these figures that 
the gun has 58 per cent more muzzle 
force than the British navy’s best 
Weapon and has a range of about 42 
kilometers (about 28 miles), while the 
channel at Dover is only 38 kilometers 
(about 22 miles) wide. 

He says the figures given, if correct, 
will permit the Germans eventually to 
command the English coast from Calais 
or for a distance of nine kilometers 
(about six miles inland) with the new

The automobile service began its sec- 
ond week today with 60 cars in opera- 
tion and enough others promised to per- 
mit the prediction that the number will 
be at least 100 before the end of the 
woek. No new routes will be added, but 
attempts will be made to put sufficient 
curs on each of the lines to maintain a 
„minute schedule throughout the day.

British Government and the repre- 
sentatives of the United States have 
pressed for the release of the ship- 
ments. 

“(6) Submission without pro- 
test te interference with Ameri- 
can trade to neutral countries in 
conditional and absolute con- 
traband. x 

“The fact that the commerce of the 
United States is interrupted by Great 
Britain is consequent upon the su- 
periority of her navy on the high 
seas. History shows that whenever 
a country has possessed that super- 
iority, our trade has been interrupted 
and that few articles essential to the 
prosecution of the war have been al- 
lowed to reach its enemy from this 
country. The Department’s recent 
note to the British Government, 
which has been made public, in re- 
gard to detentions and seizures of 
American vessels and cargoes, is a 
complete answer to this complaint. 

“Certain other complaints appear 
aimed at the loss of profit in trade, 
which must include at least in part 
trade in contraband with Germany: 
while other complaints demand the 
prohibition of trade in contraband, 
which appears to refer to trade with 
the allies. 

“(7) Submission without pro- 
test to interference of trade in 
conditional contraband consigned 
to private persons in Germany 
and Austria, thereby supporting 
the policy ef Great Britain to 
cut off all supplies from Ger- 
many and Austria, 

“As no American vessel, so far as 
known, has attempted to carry con- 
ditional contraband to Germany or 
Austria-Hungary, no ground of com- 
plaint has arisen out of seizure or 
condemnation by Great Britain of an 
American vessel with a, belligerent 
destination Until a case arises and 
the Government has taken action 
upon it, criticism is premature and 
unwarranted. The United States, in 
its note of Dec. 28 to the British 
Government, strongly contended for 
the principle of freedom of trade in 
articles of conditional contraband 
not destined to the belligerent 
forces, 

8) Submission to British in- 
terference with trade in petro- 
leum, rubber, leather, wool, etc. 
Petrol and other petroleum products 

have been proclaimed by Great Britain 
as contraband of war. In view of the 
absolute necessity of such products to 
the use of submarines, aeroplanes and 
motors, the United States Government 
has not vet reached the conclusion that 
they are improperly included in a list of 
contraband. Military operations today 
are largely a question of motive power 
through mechanical devices. It is there- 
fore difficult to argue successfully 
against the inclusion of petroleum 
umong the articles of contraband. As 
to the detention of cargoes of petroleum 
going to neutral countries, this Govern- 
ment has thus far successfully obtained 
the release in every case or seizure 
which has been brought to its attention.. 

“Great Britain and France have placed 
rubber on the absolute contraband list 
and leather on the conditional contra- 
band list. Rubber is extensively used in 
the manufacture and operation of mo- 
tors and, like petrol, is regarded by 
Fome authorities as essential to motive 
power today. Leather is even more 
widely used in cavalry and infantry 
equipment. It is understood that both 
rubber and leather, together with wool, 
most of the 
belligerent countries. It will be recalléd 
that the United States has in the past 
exercised the right of embargo on ex- 
ports of any commodity which might 
aid the enemy cause. 

“(9) The United States has not 
interfered with the sale of Great 
Britain and her allies of arma, 
ammunition, horses, uniforms and 
other munitions of war, although 
such sales prolong the conflict. 
“There is no power in the executive 
to prevent the sale of ammunition to 
the belligerents. The duty of a neutral 
to restrict trade in munitions of war 
has never been imposed by international 
law or by municipal statute. It has 
never been the policy of this Govern- 
ment to prevent the shipment of arms 
or ammunition into belligerent territory 
except in the case of neighboring Amer- 
ican republics, and then only when civil 
strife prevailed. Even this extent 
the belligerents in the present conflict, 
when they were neutrals, have never, so 
far as the records disclose, limited the 
sale of munitions of war. It is only 
necessary to point to the enormous 
quantities of arms and ammuni- 
tion furnished by manufacturers in Ger- 
man to the belligerents in the Russo- 
Japanese war, in the recent Balkan 
wars, to establish the general recogni- 
tion of the propriety of the trade by a 
neutral nation. 

“It may be added that on Dec. 15 last 
the German Ambassador, by direction 
or his Government, presented a copy of 
a memorandum of the Imperial German 
Government, which, among other things, 
set forth the attitude of that Govern- 
ment toward traffic i: contraband o? 
war by citizens of neutral countries. 
The imperial Government stated that 


under the general principles of inter- 


national law, no exception can be tak- 
en to neutral states letting war ma- 
tcrial go to Germany’s enemies from or 
through neutral territory, and that the 
oeversaries of Germany in the present 


Government, authorized to draw on 
the United States contraband of war 
and especially arms worth billions of 
marks. These principles, as the Am- 
hassador stated, have keen accepted by 
the United States from the statement 
issued by the Department of State on 
Oct. 15 last, entitled ‘Neutrality and 
Trade in Contraband.’ Acting in con- 
formity with the propositions there set 
forth, the United States has itself tak- 
en no part in contraband traffic, an! 
has, so far as possible, lent its influ- 
ence toward equal treatment for all bel- 
ligerents in the matter of purchasing 
arms and ammunition of private per- 
sons in the United States.

“The complaint is unjustified from the 
fact that representations were made to 
the British Government that the pres- 
ence of war vessels in the vicinity of 
New York harbor was offensive to this 
Government and a similar complaint 
was made to the Japanese Government 
as to one of its cruisers in the vicinity 
of the port of Honolulu. In both cases 
the warships were withdrawn. 

It will be recalled that in 1863 the 
department took the position that cap- 
tures made by its vessels after hover- 
ing about neutral ports would not be 
regarded as valid. In the Franco-Prus- 
sian war President Grant issued a proc- 
lamation warning belligerent warships 
against hovering in the vicinity of 
American ports for purposes of ob- 
servation or hostile acts. The same 
policy has been maintained in the pres- 
ent war and in all of the recent procla- 
mations of neutrality the President 
states that such practice by belligerent 
warships is ‘unfriendly and offensive.’

Such fraudulent use of pass- 
ports by Germans themselves can have 
no ether effect than to cast suspicion 
upon American passports in general. 
New regulations, howéver, requirifg, 
among other things, the attaching of u 
photograph of the bearer to his pass- 
port, under the seal of the Department 
of State and the vigilance of the De- 
partment of Justice will doubtless pre- 
vent further misuse of American pass- 
ports.

„War loans in this country were disap- 
proved because inconsistent with the 
spirit of neutrality. There is a clearly 
defined difference between a war loan 
and the purchase of arms and ammuni- 
tion. THE POLICY OF DISAPPROV-

GOVERNMENTS ALIKE, SO THAT 
THE DISAPPROVAL IS NOT AN UN- 
NEUTRAL ACT. The case is entirely 
different in the matter of arms and 
ammunition because prohibition pf ex- 
rort not only might not. but in this 
case would not, operate equally upon the 
nations at war.

“(18) Unfairness to Germany in 
rules relative to coaling of war- 
ships in Panama Canal sone. 

“By proclamation of Nov. 13, 1914, cer- 
tain special restrictions were placed on 
ccaling of warships or their tenders or 
colliers in the canal zone. These regu- 
lations were framed through the Col- 
laboration of the State, Navy and War 
departments and without the slightest 
reference to favoritism to the belliger- 
ents. Before these regulations were 
rroclaimed war vessels could procure 
coal of the Panama Railway in the zone 
ports, but no belligerent vessels are 
Fnown to have done so. Under the 
proclamation fuel may be taken on by 
belligerent warships only with the con- 
sent of the canal authorities and in 
such amounts as will enable them to 
teach the nearest possible neutral port; 
and the amount so taken on shall be 
deducted from the amount procurable in 
United States ports within three months 
thereafter. Now it is charged that the 
United States has shown partiality, be- 
cause Great Britain and France happen 
to have colonies in the near vicinity 
where their ships may come, while. Ger- 
many has no such coaling facilities. 
This, it is intimated, the United States 
should balance in the inequalities of 
geographical position by refusal te al- 
low any warships of belligerents to _ 
in the canal until the war is ov 
no German warship has sought te 2 
tain coal in the canal zone, the charge 
of discrimination rests upon a possibil- 
ity, which during several months of war- 
fare has failed to materialize. 


“(19) Failure to protest against 
the modifications of the Declara- 
tien of London by the British 
Government. 


“The German Foreign Office pre- 
sented to the displomats in Berlin a 
memorandum dated Oct. 10, calling 
attention to violations of, and changes 
in, the Deelaration of Londen by the 
British Government and inquiring as 
to the attitude of the United States 
toward such action on the part of 
the allies. The substance of the mem- 
orgndum was forthwith telegraphed 
to the department on Oct. 22, was re- 
plied ta.shortly thereafter to the ef- 
fect that the United States had with- 
drawn its suggestion, made early in 
the war, that, for the sake of uni- 
formity, the Declaration of London 
should be adopted as a temporary 
code of naval warfare during the 
present war, owing to the unwilling- 
ness of the belligerents to accept the 
declaration without changes and mod- 
ification and that thenceforth the 
United States would insist that the 
rights of the United States and its 
citizens in the war should be gov- 
erned by the existing rules of inter- 
national law. 

“As this Government is not now 
interested in the adoption of the 
Declaration of London by the bellig- 
erents the modifications by the bel- 
ligerents in that code of naval war- 
fare are of no concern to it except 
as they adversely affect the rights 


.of the United States and those of its 


citizens as defined by international 
law. In so far as these rights have 
been infringed, the department has 
made every effort to obtain redress 
for the losses sustained. 

20) General unfriendly atti- 
tede ef Government toward Ger- 
many and Austria. 

‘If any American citizens, partisans of 
Germany and Austria-Hungary, feel 
that this administration is acting in a 
way injurious to the cause of those 
countries, this feeling results from the 
fact that on the high Beas the German 
and Austro-Hungarian naval power is 
It is 
the business of a belligerent operating 
on the high seas, not the duty of a neu- 
tral, to prevent contraband from reach- 
ing any enemy. Those in this country 
who sympathize with Germany and 
Austria-Hungary appear to assume that 
some obligation rests upon this Govern- 
ment in the performance of its neutral 
duty, to prevent all trade in contra- 
band, and thus to equalize the difference 
between relative naval strength of the 
bélligerents.

To ‘awaken’ prejudice in the United States and 
against the ship-purchase bill, Mr. Lodge 
boldly declared the other day that its object was 
the acquisition of the great German liners now 
tied up in American ports. Although he had no 
authority for the assertion, he has been quoted 
with bitterness in London already, and no doubt 
many of our own people, having faith in his can- 
dor, have been misled by him. 

Even more dangerous are the appeals to passion 
and prejudice by German sympathizers like Repre- 
sentatives Bartholdt and Voilmer, Ex-Secretary 
Nagel and others who want us to discriminate 
against the allies and drop diplomacy for the 
bully's gun in dealing with England in the seas. 
Everywhere on earth except in the United States 
the horrors and the perils of this gigantic war 
have silenced partisans, demagogues and agitators. 
Here they are in full cry. 

This is copperheadism worse than that we have 
ever known in the past, for it is international in 
its scope. [ts success in this country cannot fall 
to increase enormously the difficulties of maintain- 
ing neutrality. Its triumph abroad will be sig- 
nalized by nothing less than our entrance into the 
war which now is devastating half of Christendom. 
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PASS THE NEW JUSTICE COURTS BILL. 

In Friday’s Post-Dispatch State Representative 
Robertson explained the provisions of a bill now 
before the House at Jefferson City, the object of 
which is a reformation of the Justice of the Peace 
Courts in line with the Municipal Courts Dill, 
which embodied an ideal system for St. Louts, but 
which the Legislature has twice refused to pass. 

As in the case of the Municipal Courts bill, the 
opposition to the Robertson bill comes from the 
ward politicians of St. Louis, who see in it a 
menace to the practice of rewarding political 
workers with jobs as Justices and Constables, re- 
gardless of fitness or training. The Municipal 
Courts bill, Grawn up by the Bar Association and 
defeated at the last session of the Legislature, 
would have brought St. Louis up to date in the 
matter of courts with simple, cheap and expedi- 
tious methods for the service of the people. This 
Justice Courts bill contains most of the improve- 
ments embodied in the Municipal Courts bill and 
is the next best thing to it. For that very reason 
it has the combined opposition of the spoils poli- 
ticians. 

The present system of Justice Courts in St. 
Louis is a daily grist mill of incompetence. It 
evils bear hardest on the poor and unfortunate. 

The tactics of the opposition to the Robertson 
bill in the House of Representatives are those 
of the politician, schemer and shyster. The bill 
is now in the Municipal Corporations Committee, 


PATCH 1 FUTILE n 

This is the thirty-ninth day before the end of 
the session. With the appropriation bills having 
the right of way, the combination of big business 
and politics which is opposing the ship purchase 
bill could easily eat up that space of time. An 
organized filibuster under the Senate rules has a 
capacity before which 39 days is only a morsel. 
But the caucus Saturday night which adjusted 
differences among administration supporters re- 
moved much of the incentive for filibustering. 
Big business wants the bill defeated because it 
interferes with plans of private ship interests, 
more especially private ship building interests. 
Politics, which has been enabled to rely on Demo- 
cratic help in the past, wants the bill defeated 
because it interferes with plans for shattering Mr. 
Wilson's prestige. They had confidently counted 
on breaking the President’s power and influence 
under the favorable circumstances of the short 
session of Congress limited in time and congested 
with public business. 

But why should standpat Senators impose on 
themselves the vast labor of continuous sessions 
and the preparation and delivery of individual 10 
and 12 hour speeches when 52 members stand 
ready to support the bill any time it can be forced 
to vote, whereas not more than 44 can be held in 
opposition? Why should they put themselves to 
the inconvenience of coming back to a special 
session likely to be prolonged into the hot months 
at Washington when the Democratic differences 
which they thought gave them their opportunity 
have been composed? i 

To be sure, it wil] not be the same Congress that 
will have to come back, if summoned. The new 
Sixty-fourth Congress begins its life on March 4. 
But it will include most of those who are engineer- 
ing pestiferous antagonism to the measure. And 
the Senate of the Sixty-fourth Congress will have 
more Democratic members and more loyal sup- 
porters of the administration than the Sixty- 
third Congress.

Explaining Famous Re- 
mark, Declares England 
Went Into War, Not for 
Belgian Neutrality, but to 
Promote Her Own Inter- 
ests, 


GENERAL FLELD HEADQUARTERS 
OF THE ARMIBS IN FRANCE, vie 
Berlin and London, Jan. 26. I am sur- 
prised to learn that my phrase ‘a scrap 
of paper,’ whicn I used in my last con- 
versation with the British Ambassador 
in reference to the Belgian neutrality 
treaty should have caused such an un- 
favorable impression in the United 
States, The expression was used in 
quite another connection and the mean- 
ing implied in Sir William G@oschen’s 
report and the turn siven to it in the 
biased comment of our enemies are un- 
doubtedly responsible for this impres- 
sion.”’ 

The speaker was Dr. Theobald von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, the German Im- 
perial Chancellor, and the .conversation 
with a representative of the Associated 
Press occured at the German Army Field 
Headquarters in a town in Northern 
France and in a villa serving as the of- 
fice and dwelling for the Imperial Chan- 
cellor, for the Foreign Minister, Gott-, 
lieb von Jagow, and for the members | 
of the diplomatic suite accompanying 
Emperor William afield. 

“Instrument Became Obsolete.” 

The Chancellor apparently had not 
rélished the subject until his attention 
Was called to the extent which the 
phrase had been used in discussion on 
thé responsibility of the war. He then 
volunteered to give an explanation 1 
his meaning, which, in substan¢e, was 
that he had spoken of the treaty not 
as a scrap of paper for Germany, but us 
an instrument, which had become obse- 
lete through Belgium’s forfeiture of its 
neutrality, and that Great Britain had 


ered his well-known speech in Parlia- 
ment in which, while he had not 
stated expressly that Engiand wouid 
take purt in the war, he had let Abe 
mattor in little doub'“. 

“One needs only to read his speech 
through carefully to learn the reagon 
for England's intervention in the 
war. Amid all his beautiful phrases
